Copy of the Inſtrument of Proteſt, 


T Glaſgow, the twenty-third Day of January One thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and fifty-nine Years, and in the thirty- 
ſecond Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George 
the Second, by the Grace of God, King of Great Britain, 

France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, in preſence of me No- 
tary-public, and Witneſſes ſubſcribing, compeared Mr Archibald Trot- 
ter Merchant in Glaſgow, and produced a great Number of Notes iſ- 
ſued by, or in the Name of Meſſieurs Audre tu Cochran, and John Mur- 
doch and Company, Merchants and Bankers in Glaſgow, all which he 
counted over at the Sight and in preſence of me the faid Notary-pu- 
blic and Witneſſes ſubſcribing, amounting all together in Value to the 
Sum of Three thouſand four hundred and forty-ſeven Pounds Ster- 
ling; and having bound up the ſame in four Parcels, | he delivered 
them to me Notary-public ſubſcribing, to be carried by mes along 
with hinfeand the faid Witneſſes, to the Houle commonly called rhe 
Bank-office ofs, the ſaid Andrew Cochran, and John Murdoch and Com- 
pany, that he might there require Payment thereof: And according- 
ly the faid Mr Archibald Trotter, and I the faid Notary-public and 
Witneſſes ſubſcribing, having immediately paſted to the foreſaid Bank- 
office of the ſaid Andrew Cochran, and ohm Murdoch and Com pany ; 
and there the ſaid Archibal.l Trotter repreſented to Laurence Scot, Ca- 
ſhier ro the faid Audrew Cochran, and Johm Murdoch and Company, 
the many Hardthips and Inconveniencies he had been put to by the 
unprecedented and unjuſtifiable Manner of poſtponing the Payment of 
the Notes iſſued by and in the Name of the faid Andrew Cochran, 
John Murdoch and Company: That, upon his firſt ſertling at Glaſ< 
gow, he acquainted them, that he would not decline receiving their 
Notes in Payments, but would chuſe, in making huis own Payments, 
to do it in Edinburgh Notes, as what was both more agreeable to, and 
convenient for his Correſpondents and himſelf; and therefore that he 

expected 
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expected they would readily give him either Edinburgh Notes or Spe- 
cie for ſuch Sums of their Notes as ſhould come into his Hands, and 
that from Time to Time, as he ſhould call for Payment of the ſame : 
That, inſtead of the prompt Payment he expected, both himſelf and 
his Clerk had been played off with ſmall Bags of Sixpences; in the 
Payment of which they had managed Matters ſo, as to oblige them 
to count the Money over and over again a great many Times; and 
in place of paying them in their Telling- room, in the uſual Way as 
they do to others, they often obliged them to receive their Payment 
in another Apartment, where By-ſtanders might have no Opportu- 
nity of ne the uncivil and indiſcreet Manner in which they 
were uſed ; and the better to compaſs their Ends, they changed the 
Hands that ſerved them every Day, the Partners themſelves taking 
the Charge of telling out Sixpences, and vying with each other who 
ſhould ſhow moſt Dexterity in gaining Time by miſcounting, and 
other low Arts; and when the Partners became wearied, or aſhamed 
of the Taſk, they ſer Alexander Coggill, their Porter or menial Ser- 
vant, to act the Part of a Teller; who, either from the Inſtructions 
given him, or from real Inexpertneſs, trifled away a whole Day, that is, 
four Hours, (being the whole Time allotted by them for Payment), 
in paying thirty Pounds or forty Pounds at moſt : That, by challen- 
ging to themſelves a Privilege to which they have no manner of Right 
or Title, of appointing certain fixed Hours for paying, viz. from 
Ten to Twelve in the Forenoon, and from Three to Five after Noon, 
and refuſing to pay, or even to give Attendance, except in theſe 
Hours, they made it very eaſy to ſhuffle over that Time with a very 
rrifling Payment, and even ſometimes to poſtpone a whole Day, by 
pretending it was Holiday : That when he could not operate Pay- 
ment, he deſired them to mark the Notes, ſo as they might bear In- 
rereſt, and indemnify him for the Outlay of his Money : but this 
they refuſed, telling they were in Courſe of Payment; and when he 
called for a Notary-public in order to pts he and his Clerk were 
ſhut into a Room, and the Notary and Witneſſes were forcibly turn- 
ed to the Door : That, from ſuch and the like illegal and extraordi- 
nary Method of Procedure, he and his Clerk were not able to obtain 
Payment of Five hundred Pounds Sterling in leſs Time than eight or 
nine Days, his Clerk's Time was taken up four Hours every Day in 
Attendance at their Office, and yet the Sum of their Notes daily in- 
creaſed in his Hands; ſo that he was not only incapacitate from an- 
ſwering the Calls of his Correſpondents, who expected rheir Payments 


either in Edinburgh Notes or Specie, but was alſo a * 
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Loſer by the Money lying dead in his Hand, and was under the Ne- 
ceſſity of running a very great Riſk, by having large Sums always 
in his Houſe : That, upon the twenty-fifth Day of O&ober laſt, he 
wrote a Letter to the ſaid Andrew Cochran, John Murdoch and 
Company, ſetting forth, at great length, what is above repreſent- 
ed, and intreating them to give ſuch Orders as might prevent all 
future Ground of Complaint, or any Neceſſity of ſeeking Redreſs in a 
legal Way; which Letter he now referred to, as being in their own 
Hands : That, to this Letter, he never obtained any Anſwer ; though 
he waited ſome Days without making further Demands, and had then 
a conſiderable Sum of their Notes in his Hands: That, from that 
Time to the fourth Day of December laſt, he continued in a daily 
Courſe of Attendance, by his Clerk receiving Payments from them in 
whatever Manner they thought fir to make them ; and though he ac- 
quainted them, from time to time, what Sum of their Notes he was 
8 of, the greateſt Payment he could obtain, in any one Day, 
oth in Edinburgh Notes and Caſh together, was Two hundred and 
one Pounds Sterling : That, being till defirous to obtain his Payment 
by the gentleſt Meaſures, upon the faid fourth Day of December laſt, 
he wrote a Letter to Laurence Scot, Caſhier to the ſaid Andrew Cochran, 
Jolm Murdoch and Company; mentioning his former Letter to the Co- 
rtners, and complaining of his having received no Anſwer; giving a 
full Detail of every Payment he had received from them, from the 
ſeventh Day of November preceding to that Period; and acquaintin 
him, that he was then 8 of Two thouſand eight hundred — 
twenty-one Pounds Sterling of their Notes, of which he expected Pay- 
ment either in Edinburgh Bank- notes or Specie ; and offering, if it was 
more agrecable or convenient to the Copartnery, to accept of a Bill 
at Sight on Edinburgh for the whole Sum : which Letter he alſo now 
referred to: To this Letter his Clerk received a very unmannerly Re- 
turn, from the faid Laurence Scot, viz, That if he, the faid Archibald 
Trotter, had as much to do as the ſaid Laurence Scor, he would not 
find Time to write ſuch long Letters; that it required Deliberation ; 
and that he could give no Anſwer, but would lay it before the Com- 
mittee, which was to meet next Day: That, upon the ſixth Day of 
December laſt, the ſaid Laurence Scot returned a verbal Anſwer to the 
above Letter, viz. That he was deſired to pay the Sum therein men- 
tioned, being Two thouſand eight hundred and twenty one Pounds 
Sterling, in the following manner, One thouſand Pounds in Edinburgh 
Bank- notes, One thouſand Pounds by a Bill on London at thirty Days 
Date, Exchange par, and the remaining Eight hundred and twenty- 
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one Pounds in Silver as uſual: This he could not but eſteem as the 
higheſt Inſult, in pretending to make him receive Payment at London, 
after thirty Days, of Notes payable at Glaſgow on Demand, and that 
too at a higher Exchange than the Courſe then was for which he could 
ſell Bills; and, after all, to be obliged to a tedious Attendance for 
Payment of the Balance: That, from the ſaid ſixth Day of December 
laſt ro the fourteenth Day of that Month, he made no Demand, giving 
them that Time to prepare either Edinburgh Notes or Specie for Pay- 
ment of the Sum in his Hands, fince they were ſo unreaſonable as to 
refuſe him a Bill on Edinburgh for it: That, upon the ſaid fourteenth 
Day of December laſt, he returned, and demanded Payment of the 
whole Sum then in his Hands, being Two thouſand eight hundred and 
ninety-three Pounds Sterling; but inſtead of prompt Payment, which 
he had juſt Reaſon to expect, he had met with the ſame unjuſtifiable 
Treatment and Delay; which will very ſtrongly appear from the fol- 
lowing Account of the trifling Payments made to him ſince that Time,

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So that, in the Courſe of thirty-four lawful Days, he had only been 
able to obtain Payment of One thouſand two hundred and thirty-two 
Pounds Sterling, which, at an Average, is no more than Thirty-ſix 
Pounds a-day ; and in this is en included Four hundred and ſeven 
Pounds of Edinburgh Notes, as expreſſed in the Payments above men- 
tioned : So that really he had only received in Caſh but about Twenty- 
four Pounds a-day ; which is ſuch ſhameful Payments, as is altogether 
unworthy of any Gentlemen aſſuming to themſelves the Character of 
Bankers: And as ſuch unheard-of Payments had not only already 
been of great Diſadvantage to his Buſineſs, but may even, in Time, 
expoſe his Credit to the greateſt DO and as he ſaw no Probabi- 
lity of their altering this their unjuſtifiable Procedure towards him, 
he was laid under the diſageceable Neceſſity of making his Demands 
in a legal Manner: And therefore, he did intimate to the ſaid Lau- 
rence Scot, as Caſhier foreſaid, That he had at preſent in his Hands 
the Sum of Three thouſand four hundred and forty-ſeven Pounds 
Sterling of Notes, iſſued by and in the Name of the ſaid Andrew Co- 
chran, John Murdoch and Company, which he had already ſhown to, 
and told over, in preſence of me Notary-public, and Witneſſes, ſub- 
{cribing ; and all which he then produced, and required Payment of, 
either in Edinburgh Notes or Specie ; and declared, That if the ſaid 
Andrew Cochran, John Murdoch and Company, or the ſaid Laurence 
Scor, as their Caſhier, were determined to pay him in Sixpences, as 
uſual, he was willing to receive it, even in that Way, providing he 
got no leſs than Five hundred Pounds Sterling every lawful Day, till 
the whole was paid; but would no longer be trifled with, or put off 
with ſmall Pocks of Sixpences, or with Payment of ſmall Sums, after 
whole Days Attendance ; neither would he be reſtricted to what they 
called their Bank-hours, as he knew no Right they had to preſcribe 
Hours for Payment of their Notes, more than any other Merchant 
or Banker, who is obliged to prompt or punctual Payment. And he 
did proteſt, That the faid Andrew Cochran, John Murdoch and Com- 
pany, and the ſaid Laurence Scor, as their Caſhier, ſhould no longer 
pretend to the Privilege of certain Hours for Payment of their Notes ; 
and ſhould not only be liable inſtantly ro pay him the Value of the 
whole Notes then produced, in the Terms above mentioned, but al- 
fo to indemnify him of the Intereſt thereof, from the Time the ſame 
came into his Hands, and has lain therein, through their Default of 
Not- payment, and of the Riſk of keeping the fame till Payment can 
be obtained, and of all other Coſt, Skaith, Damage, and Expences, 
already incurred, or which may hereafter be incurred by him, through 
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their refuſing or poſtponing the Payment thereof. And the ſaid Ar- 
chibald Trotter thereafter delivered into the Hands of the ſaid Lau- 
rence Scot a Schedule of Repreſentation, Intimation, and Proteſt, 
in the Terms above mentioned, conſiſting of tea Pages, and ſubſcri- 
bed by him the ſaid Archibald Trotter, and me the ſaid Notary- 
public ſubſcribing ; which had been juſt before read over to him; and 
thereupon took Inſtruments in the Hands of me Notary-public ſub- 
ſcribing. After which the ſaid Laurence Scot, in name of the ſaid 
Andrew Cochran, John Murdoch and Company, declared, That he was 
willing and ready to pay the whole Sum demanded in the common 
Courſe of Payment; and thereupon took Inſtruments, in the Hands 
of me Notary-public ſubſcribing ; and deſired the ſaid Mr Archibald 
Trotter to walk into the Telling-room, where he would receive his 
Payment in the uſual Manner. And the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter 


having repreſented, That the uſual Manner had been very bad, and 


what he complained of; the ſaid Laurence Scot anſwered, That he 
might go to the Telling-room, and he would receive Payment imme- 
diately : Upon which the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter, along with me 
Notary-public, and Witneſſes, ſubſcribing, immediately repaired to 
the Telling-room, with the foreſaid whole Sum of Notes in his Hands, 
which he laid down upon the Telling-rable, and informed the Tellers, 
that in theſe Bundles were contained the Notes of that Bank to the 
Value of Three thouſand four hundred and forty-ſeven Pounds Ster- 
ling; which he had already intimated to Laurence Scot, and had re- 
quired Payment thereof from him, either altogether in Edinburgh 
Bank-notes, or Gold, or if in Sixpences, as uſual, at the Rate of Five 
hundred Pounds Sterling per diem; who had directed him to come to 
them for Payment : And he then required Payment thereof from the 
Tellers then attending, being Alexander Monro and John Roſe. At 
this Time a young Man, named John Rober ion, who had come a- 
long with the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter, from the next Room, where 
Mr Scot was, delivered a Meſſage, as from the ſaid Mr Sor, to the 
Tellers, importing, that Mr Scot deſired them to pay the Sum now 
demanded by Mr Trorrer in the uſual Manner: Upon which the ſaid 
Fohn Roſe, one of the Tellers, pulled out from a Drawer in the Count- 
ing-table a little Pock, containing ſome Caſh, which he delivered to 
Alexander Cog gill the Porter, defiring him to begin and tell out the 
fame to Mr Trotter. And the ſaid Alexander Cog gill having opened 
the fame, and begun to tell, it appeared, that the Bag contained no- 
thing but Sixpences; and that there could not poſlibly be in it, to 
the beſt Judgment of me the ſaid Notary-public, and Witneſſes, ſub- 
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faid Mr Archibald Trotter having again aſked, if he coul 
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ſcribing, above Ten Pounds Sterling; which the faid Alexander Cog- 
ill began to count in a very flow Manner, and extremely unlike a 
Teller of Money, counting the ſame firſt from Hand to Hand, and 
afterwards counting the ſame Sum over again in Ranks on the Table: 
Upon which the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter repreſented to the Tellers, 
That this was no Redreſs, but juſt 9 the former ſcandalous De- 
lays, and bad Uſage, againſt which he had juſt now proteſted againſt 
Mr Scot : To which the ſaid John Roſe replied, That it was paying 
him in the uſual Way: Upon this the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter deſi- 
red the Tellers to begin to count themſelves, if they meant to be in 
earneſt ; and if they were to pay him in Sixpences, that they would 
lay out Bags to the Extent of Five hundred Pounds upon the Table; 
which the ſaid John Roſe refuſed, ſaying, when that Pock was done, 
Cog gill would get more: Whereupon Mr Archibald Trotter aſked, 
how much was in the Pock? which he declined anſwering: And the 
7 ſay there 

was Five hundred Pounds in that Pock? the ſaid John Roſe ſmiled, 
and ſaid, Any body might ſee that there was not: Upon which the 
faid Archibald Trotter repreſented, That he could no longer be rrifled 
with, and put off, by ſuch ridiculous ſhameful Methods of pretended 
Payments in courſe ; and that therefore he did then proteſt the whole 
Sum of the Notes then in his Hands, and each of them, for not Pay- 
ment, and for all Coſt, Skaith, Damage, Intereſt, and Expence : 
And thereupon took Inſtruments, and delivered the faid Notes to me 
Notary-public ſubſcribing, in preſence of the Witneſles alſo ſubſcri- 
bing, that I might keep the ſame, and make out my Inſtrument or 
Inſtraments thereupon, in proper Time. And upon this the faid Lau- 
rence Scot having come into the ſaid Telling-room, the ſaid Archibald 
Trotter repeated to him his Complaints of their renewing the fame De- 
lay, and bad Uſage, by employing their Porter to tell out a ſmall Bag 
of Sixpences ; which he did in ſuch a ſlovenly and ſhameful Manner, 
and had not yet counted twenty Shillings all the Time he the faid 
Archibald Trotter had been there; and that though he had deſired the 
Tellers to ſhow him to the Extent of Five hundred Pounds Sterling in 
Bags, and to begin to tell it themſelves, they had refuſed ; which 
had obliged him to proteſt the whole Notes for not Payment : To 
which the ſaid Laurence Scot anſwered, That they were in the Courſe 
of Payment in the uſual Way; and that when that Pock was done, 
the Porter would get another, till the Sum was completed; and that 
they were not to be directed by the ſaid Archibald Trotter, in what 
Way they ſhould make their Payments, Upon which the ſaid 4-

chibald Trotter declared, That he could no longer # 2s up with ſuch 
unjuſtifiable Uſage, and have his Payments poſtponed in ſuch an un- 
heard-of Manner : And therefore he now repeated and adhered to his 
former Proteſt of the whole Notes for not Payment; and that the faid 
Andrew Cochran, Fohn Murdoch and Company, and the faid Laurence 
Scot, as their Caſhier, ſhould be liable to him for all Coſt, Skaith, 
Damage, Intereſt, and Expences, which he had already incurred, or 
ſhould hereafter incur through their Default, in not Payment of the 
ſaid Notes: And thereupon, and upon the whole Premiſſes, the ſaid 
Mr Archibald Trotter aſked and took Inſtruments in the Hands of me 
Notary-public ſubſcribing. Theſe Things were ſo done, acted, and 
ſaid, within the Counting-room of the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter, and 
thereafter within the Bank-office of the ſaid Andrew Cochran, Fohn 
Murdoch and Company, both in the City of Glaſgow, as is particular- 
ly and reſpectively above ſpecified, betwixt the Hours of Eight and 
Eleven before Noon, Day, Month, Year of God, and of the King's 
Reign reſpectivs above mentioned, in preſence of Alexander Elliot, 
Clerk to the ſaid Mr Archibald Trotter, and Robert Gibſon Writer in 
3 Witneſſes to the whole Premiſſes ſpecially called and re- 
quired.

Meſſ. Andrew Cochran, John Murdoch and Company, 


GENTLEMEN, | 
OU cannot but be ſenſible, that, ever ſince I came to reſide 
here, I have had the greateſt Trouble in obtaining Payment of 
your Notes, though from the firſt I aſſured you, that I had no In- 
tention to trouble you for Specie ; and I may appeal to yourſelves, if 
my Practice has not been agreeable thereto, having never aſked ei- 
ther Gold or Silver of any kind, or got any but what you have for- 
ced upon me, after your refuſing me Edinburgh Notes, and even at 
Times when you were paying them to others. You know likewiſe, 
that I have all along told you, what Payments I make here I chuſe 
ſhould be in Edinburgh Notes or Specie, and not in your Notes ; 
which 
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which are neither ſo agreeable nor convenient to my Friends or me. 
For theſe Reaſons, I think you could not take it amiſs if I declined 
taking your Notes at all; but ſince I do not, I think the leaſt Thing 
you can do is to pay them readily, or yu ſuch Notes for them as I 
chuſe to pay away ; for I do not underſtand being forced to iſſue your 
Notes whether I incline it or not. 

Iſſuing the Notes of any Man, or of any Company, is a Favour ; 
and I take ir, every Man is at Liberty to beſtow his Favours where he 
pleaſes, without any Ground of Complaint on the Part of thoſe from 
whom he with-holds them. 

I have obſerved of late, that you are diſpoſed to give me ſtill more 
and more Trouble ; for when, on Monday the 16th inſtant, I pre- 
ſented L. 600 of your Notes for Payment, all the Edinburgh Notes 
you would give me was L. 100, and put off till next Day for the reſt, 
On the 17th you would give me no more Edinburgh Notes but two 
twenty Shilling ones, and all the Specie you would give me was L. 58 in 
Sixpences, though my Clerk was employed the whole Day in attending. 
Next Day you paid me L. 30 in Sixpences, and the Day following 
L. 50 in ditto ; and on the 20th you paid L. 40 in ditto; the 21ſt, 
L. 20 in ditto; on Monday laſt, the 23d inſtant, L. 50 in ditto; 
Yeſterday, L. 50 in ditto, with L. 40 in a Royal Bank promiſſory Note;

So that I yet want L. 125 Sterling of the above-meationed L. 600, 
after dancing Attendance nine Days for the Part thereof received ;

mediate Demands upon me for that Money, my Credit might have 
ſuffered, as every Man's muſt who does not pay his Bills or Notes rea- 
dily. Beſides, you muſt be ſenſible of the Hardſhip and Inconveni- 
ency to have my Clerk's Time taken up in ſo unprecedented a Man- 
ner, to the Prejudice of my Buſineſs, and preventing that Punctuality 


which every Correſpondent has a Right to expect from me, and which 
I 
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I wiſh to give. I always underſtood a Note payable on Demand was 
to be paid when preſented, with as little Trouble to the Poſſeſſor as 
poſſible ; and if needleſs Trouble is given him, eſpecially when re- 
peated upon every Occaſion, I think he is not only at Liberty, but 
is even called to make his Demand in ſuch a Way as will procure Pay- 
ment ; that when Juſtice is denied him, he may do his Endeavours 
to obtain it. I am ſo far from inclining to take any Advantage from 
what is paſt, that I write you this with a View that you may come 
to ſuch Determination as may prevent my finding fault for the future, 
which will give me great Pleaſure, and fave both of us Trouble : For 
as ſuch unheard-of bad Uſage in the Payment of your Notes is impoſ- 
ſible to be born or put up with longer, I am come to a Reſolution, 
that if you don't henceforward give me readily Edinburgh Notes or 
Money for what of your Notes f preſent, to make a legal Demand 
for Payment of every one of them that comes into my Hands; and 
that if this brings you into Expence, or any other Inconveniency, 
you will have yourſelves to blame, and not me, after this fair Warn- 
ing of my Intention: And if, by continuing to pay your Notes in 
the Manner you have done, you force me to take ſuch Meaſures as I 
would much rather avoid, I may alſo, for my own Vindication, be 
under the Neceſſity of letting all thoſe that deal with me, at leaſt, 
know how much of my Time is taken up in procuring Payment of 
your Notes, by ſending or ſhowing them a Copy of this Letter; and 
when I do ſo, if it or any other ſhould not be an agreeable Step to 
you, I muſt be excuſed, _— taken this Method to put you on 
your Guard, and fave me the Trouble. I have deſired my Clerk to 
put up with what he can get, till you are pleaſed ro favour me with
